FOR 1984 
The MacMillan Publishing Company, one of the 
nation’s largest, apparently has decided to get a head- 
start on its textbooks for 1984 — the year in which, ac­ 
cording to novelist George Orwell, reality and truth will 
finally have been totally subverted by Big Brotherism. 
As if the current crop of textbooks being offered our 
children isn’t worry enough, MacMillan has just issued 
guidelines for its textbook writers which it says, in a 
preface, are part of “our search and struggle for a more 
egalitarian society.” Interpreted, that means a gray, 
faceless society in which everyone is equal by fiat — as 
though MacMillan can succeed where God failed. 
“Except in the social studies field, we are more in­ 
terested in emphasizing what can be, rather than the 
negatives that still exist,” explain the guidelines. “The 
fact that black persons do not yet hold a proportionate 
share of executive positions should not prevent us from 
depicting a sizeable number of blacks as executives.”

IN AGRICULTURE 
By 1985, the world will have another one billion mouths 
to feed, says the population experts. 
This will place a heavy burden on American farmers to 
produce more food. But it will also create many new 
opportunities for careers in agriculture — careers 
calling for specialists never before associated with 
farming, on jobs often far removed from the land itself. 
As the trend toward fewer but larger farms continues, 
economics and logistics will become more and more 
important to efficient farming in the 1980s Larger, 
maintenance-free machinery with high productivity will 
raise the cost as well as the complexity of tractors and 
other equipment. 
Farmers will depend heavily on off-site experts to help 
them decide such questions as the feasibility of using one 
big tractor or two small ones, purchasing capital 
equipment outright, leasing it seasonally or buying it co­ 
operatively with other farmers. Advice for such 
decisions will come from people with a high degree of 
scientific and technological training as well as actual 
farm experience.

U.S. Department of Labor estimates indicate that 
40,000 to 50,000 new farm and ranch operators will be 
needed each year during the 1980s. It already takes about 
five “agri-business” people to back up each farmer or 
rancher today, notes Mitchell. He predicts that the 
number will increase as the need for specialists — 
ranging from agronomists and livestock veterinarians to 
service mechanics and applications engineers — con­ 
tinues to grow.

THE HOSPITAL ROOM 
The standard advice given to 
patients considering which 
hospital to choose has been 
“profit-making 
no, 
nonprofit 
yes.” 
The concept was based on the 
idea 
that any hospital in 
business 
to make a 
profit, 
couldn’t, at the same time, also 
be in the business of taking the 
best possible care of patients. 
Also, 
the 
propreitary, 
or 
p rofit-m ak in g 
h o sp itals, 
received a bad name because 
they were often owned by groups 
of physicians who also staffed 
them—a situation that could 
(and often did) lead to conflicts 
of interests that caused the 
patient to suffer both financially 
and medically. 
Today, however, things have 
changed and there is an in­ 
creasing amount of attention 
being shown toward investor- 
owned and operated hospitals. 
Ownership of such hospitals has 
changed from individuals and 
small 
groups to giant cor­ 
porations listed on the major 
stock exchanges. 
And according to Barron’s 
business and financial weekly, 
these investor-owned hospitals 
are the fastest growing segment 
of non government health care. 
Everybody 
knows 
that 
hospitals of all sizes have been 
notorious for red tape, poor 
customer service, substandard 
food and inefficient 
use of 
capital. 
Because 
of 
the 
bureaucracies that developed in 
many large nonprofit hospitals, 
archaic 
financial

became more firmly entrenched 
instead of outmoded. 
Coupled 
with

costs the 
mismanagement has led to real 
problems. 
Hospitals 
patients 
may pay more than $200 per day 
and the hospitals still lose 
money. Consumers wonder how 
they can pay more than twice 
what they would have to shell 
out for a luxury hotel, and still 
receive poor service and un­ 
palatable meals 
The idea behind the investor- 
owned and operated hospital 
groups is that the free enterprise 
system 
can 
return 
more 
satisfying patient care at lower 
costs. 
For example, nine months 
after the Loma Linda (Calif.)

opened, $700,000 had been lost 
and the hospital was near 
bankruptcy.

This 
contrasts with 47 percent who 
voiced this view at the beginning 
of 1973. Rising unemployment in 
the coming year is expected by 
84 percent of those interviewed. 
Though there are other factors 
involved, the energy shortage, 
and 
particularly

of 
petroleum products, has tipped 
the scale towards pessimism. 
Those zealous individuals and 
groups who, for years, blocked 
the construction of pipelines, 
power plants and oil and gas 
exploration, and who spoke of 
the purity of life by the light of 
the candle and the open fire are 
quieter now than they used to be. 
They may have gotten more 
than they bargained for, in­ 
cluding the displeasure and 
disillusionment of their fellow 
citizens.

WASHINGTON - FBI chief 
Clarence Kelley, whose square 
jaw is replacing the late J. 
Edgar Hoover’s bulldog visage 
as a symbol of law and order, 
has 
strengthened 
the 
FBI, 
restored 
its 
m orale 
and 
corrected past abuses. 


Our assessment of Kelley may 
be noteworthy, since we were 
the first to expose Hoover’s 
excesses. We told how the FBI, 
under Hoover, kept files on 
p r o m i n e n t 
A m e r i c a n s , 
photocopied 
their 
private 
papers, obtained their bank 
records without subpoenas and 
even committed burglaries. 
Now 
we 
have 
uncovered 
another scandal, which Kelley 
inherited. We have established 
that FBI transcripts, marked as 
evidence 
and distributed to 
prosecutors and judges, are 
loaded with errors. 
With the help of Washington’s 
renowned 
private 
detective 
Richard Bast, we have reviewed 
150,000 words in FBI transcripts 
and have found more than 30,000 
errors. One 136 page transcript 
contained 6,500 goofs. 
Yet these transcripts were 
distributed for use in criminal 
and civil cases to various FBI 
offices, the Justice Department 
and the courts. Although an FBI 
spokesman explained that the _ 
transcripts were merely rough 
drafts, 
they 
were 
stamped 
“ Evidence” 
not “ D rafts.” 
The circulation of grossly 
erroneous transcripts as FBI 
evidence strikes at the heart of 
the judicial process. In the name 
of justice, proper precautions 
should be taken to ensure their 
accuracy. 
Even more serious than the 
errors are the omissions For 
example, 
the tapes 
contain 


references to crimes that should 
have been 
investigated, 
yet 
these crucial references don’t 
appear in the FBI transcripts. 
Here are a few examples: 
- Bast put Treasury agents 
together with a Mafia contact 
and taped the interview. The 
mobster gave evidence of a 
“violation of the mails.” The 
tape was later transcribed by 
the FBI, but mention of the 
postal violation strangely was 
omitted. 


-- Two references to a 10 per 
cent kickback, which a Mafia 
middleman had collected from a 
major New York shipping firm, 
were left out of the FBI tran­ 
script. 
- In one tape, a Mafia courier 
tells how he and his pals had 
fooled FBI agents who had been 
keeping 
them 
under 
sur­ 
veillance. Under the noses of the 
agents, boasts the courier, the 
mobsters 
had 
smuggled 
in 
“enough explosives in the truck 
to blow up ... Union Station.” 
This part of the courier's con­ 
fessions doesn’t appear in the FBI 
transcript. 
- Discussion of two other 
crimes, 
involving 
fireworks 
brought in as “pest 
control 
pebbles” 
and 
name-brand 
cigarettes fabricated by the 
Mafia “with their machines in 
their 
w arehouses,” 
is 
mysteriously missing from the 
transcript. 
-A Mafia informant, talking 
to a T-man about a payoff case, 
is asked: "Did you tell the FBI 
anything about these payoffs 
and anything?" The mobster 
replies: “Yes ... Yeah.” But in 
the FBI transcript, he is quoted 
as saying “No.” 
Nowhere on 
the tape is there a sound that 
could be mistaken for “No. ” 
- An underworld fireworks 
dealer describes how his boss 
“always hires a few of the fire 
marshals” to cover up criminal 
fireworks sales This reference 
to bribery also is deleted from 
the^ranscript. 


- On one tape, a federal agent 
quotes “a guy from AID” as 
saying that “everybody at every 
level is taking their cut” of U.S. 
shipments to Vietnam. Unac­ 
countably, the FBI transcript 
turns 
the 
quote 
around. 
“Everybody never knows who’s 
taking a cut,” states the FBI 
version. 
The transcripts are also lit­ 
tered with Keystone Kops 
errors. 
In a reference to 
gangster Paul Coppola, there is 
a line about puttig “up a witness 
bond to appear at Paul Cop­ 
pola’s trial.” This appears in tne 
FBI 
transcript 
as 
“up 
to 
Kichenape to appear in front of a 
Polish trial.” 
The term "bag man” 
is 
trarecriaed by the FBI as “bad 
m ar.,” 
and the crim e of 
“ shylocking” 
comes 
out 
“skylocking.” A reference to “a 
soldier, you know, sneaks 
through 
enemy 
lines” 
is 
recorded in the transcript as “a 
sager who speaks the enemy 
line.” 
The phrase, “the rest of the 
members,” is translated by the 
FBI astonishingly as “Richard 
Nixon.” The name “Diddinger," 
perhaps in memory of past FBI 
glory, 
becomes 
“Dillinger." 
And the name of a California 
b u s i n e s s m a n , 
C h a r l e s 
Rulapaugh, is transcribed as 
“rule apply s.” 
The phrase, “I was fired, Mr. 
Sim pkins,” 
becomes 
“ You 
despise Mr. Simpkins” in the 
transcript. An ex-FBI agent 
William Turner, who wrote an 
unfavorable book about the late 
J. Edgar Hoover, is described in 
the tapes as “just interested in 
... prosecuting.” But it appears 
in the FBI transcript as “just 
interested in ... prostitution.” 
Among the comic mistakes 
are also some that are chilling. 
At one point, a tape contains this 
warning from Bast about a mob 
informer: “To be quite frank, 
his life is in danger.” 
In the FBI transcript, the 
phrase reads: “Unintelligible ”

FOR 1984 
The MacMillan Publishing Company, one of the 
nation's largest, apparently has decided to get a head- 
start on its textbooks for 1984 — the year in which, ac­ 
cording to novelist George Orwell, reality and truth will 
finally have been totally subverted by Big Brotherism. 
As if the current crop of textbooks being offered our 
children isn't worry enough, MacMillan has just issued 
guidelines for its textbook writers which it says, in a 
preface, are part of “our search and struggle for a more 
egalitarian society." Interpreted, that means a gray, 
faceless society in which everyone is equal by fiat — as 
though MacMillan can succeed where God failed. 
“Except in the social studies field, we are more in­ 
terested in emphasizing what can be, rather than the 
negatives that still exist," explain the guidelines. “The 
fact that black persons do not yet hold a proportionate 
share of executive positions should not prevent us from 
depicting a sizeable number of blacks as executives."

NEW CAREERS 
IN AGRICULTURE 
By 1985, the world will have another one billion mouths 
to feed, says the population experts. 
This will place a heavy burden on American farmers to 
produce more food. But it will also create many new 
opportunities for careers in agriculture — careers 
calling for specialists never before associated with 
farming, on jobs often far removed from the land itself. 
As the trend toward fewer but larger farms continues, 
economics and logistics will become more and more 
important to efficient farming in the 1980s. Larger, 
maintenance-free machinery with high productivity will 
raise the cost as well as the complexity of tractors and 
other equipment. 
Farmers will depend heavily on off-site experts to help 
them decide such questions as the feasibility of using one 
big tractor or two small ones, purchasing capital 
equipment outright, leasing it seasonally or buying it co­ 
operatively with other farmers. Advice for such 
decisions will come from people with a high degree of 
scientific and technological training as well as actual 
farm experience. 
According to John E. Mitchell, an executive vice 
president 
of 
Massey-Ferguson, 
“An 
agricultural 
background even prior to higher education has never 
been more valuable than it is today. With much of the 
rural scene disappearing, there is already a shortage of 
farm or ranch kids going on to higher training who know 
the language and thinking of farmers." 
U.S. Department of Labor estimates indicate that 
40,000 to 50,000 new farm and ranch operators will be 
needed each year during the 1980s. It already takes about 
five “agri-business" people to back up each farmer or 
rancher today, notes Mitchell. He predicts that the 
number will increase as the need for specialists* — 
ranging from agronomists and livestock veterinarians to 
service mechanics and applications engineers — con. 
, tomes to grow.

FREE INTERPRISE IN 
THE HOSF1TAL ROOM 
The standard advice given to 
patients considering which 
hospital to choose has been 
“prof it-making 
no, nonprofit 
yes.” 
The concept was based on the 
idea that any hospital in 
business to make a profit, 
couldn’t, at the same time, also 
be in the business of taking the 
best possible care of patients. 
Also, 
the 
propreitary, 
or 
profit-making 
hospitals, 
received a bad name because 
they were often owned by groups 
of physicians who also staffed 
them—a situation that could 
(and often did) lead to conflicts 
of interests that caused the 
patient to suffer both financially 
and medically. 
Today, however, things have 
changed and there is an in­ 
creasing amount of attention 
being shown toward investor- 
owned and operated hospitals. 
Ownership of such hospitals has 
changed from individuals and 
small groups to giant cor­ 
porations listed on the major 
stock exchanges. 
And according to Barron’s 
business and financial weekly, 
these investor-owned hospitals 
are the fastest growing segment 
of non government health care. 
Everybody 
knows 
that 
hospitals of all sizes have been 
notorious for red tape, poor 
customer service, substandard 
food and inefficient use of 
capital. 
Because 
of 
the 
bureaucracies that developed in 
many large nonprofit hospitals, 
archaic 
financial 
and 
management 
systems 
often 
became more firmly entrenched 
instead of outmoded. 
Coupled 
with 
booming 
operating 
costs the 
mismanagement has led to real 
problems. Hospitals patients 
may pay more than $200 per day 
and the hospitals still lose 
money. Consumers wonder how 
they can pay more than twice 
what they would have to shell 
out for a luxury hotel, and still 
receive pom* service and un­ 
palatable meals. 
The idea behind the investor- 
owned and operated hospital 
groups is that the free enterprise 
system 
can 
return 
more 
satisfying patient care at lower 
costs. 
For example, nine months 
after the Loma Linda (Calif.) 
Community 
Hospital 
had 
opened, $700,000 had been lost 
and the hospital was near 
bankruptcy. 
But within only two months 
after the hospital’s management 
was taken over by Hospital 
Affiliates, one of the largest 
hospital management firms, 
“the staff was yit, laboratory 


contracts renegotiated, three 
internal medicine specialists 
recruited, collections doubled 
from $100,000 to $200,000 and the 
hospital was operating in the 
black,” Barron’s notes. 
The tide is turning, albeit 
slowly at first, and the day may 
soon come when all hospitals are 
either privately owned or 
patients will begin to receive the 
services they are entitled to.

Ever since the days of sailing 
ships, the maritime industry has 
played a key role in keeping the 
United States supplied with 
petroleum.

vessels. 
Later, 
the 
sailing vessels were succeeded 
by tankers which carried in­ 
creasingly large quantities of 
crude oil or oil products. Today, 
tankers 
constitute a 
major 


portion of the U.S. Merchant 
Marine, and the trend toward 
ever-bigger tankers has ac­ 
celerated 
with 
population 
growth and the growth in per 
capita demand for oil products. 
Within the past ten years, 
tanker 
capacities 
have 
in­ 
creased rapidly because of the 
economy, efficiency and safety 
of the larger ships. The age of 
the supertanker or Very Large 
Crude Carriers (VLCCs) has 
been expanding rapidly. At the 
end of 1971, more than one fourth 
of 
the 
world’s 
oil-carrying 
capacity consisted of ships in the 
175,000-deadweight ton and over 
class. Japan laid the keel of the 
first “half-million-ton” tanker in 
April, 1973. With the arrival of 
these supertankers has come the 
problem of “superports” to 
handle them. Many people in the 
U.S. have resisted the con­ 
struction of offshore facilities to 
handle the big tankers, mainly 
through lack of knowledge of the 
changing 
economics 
and 
technology 
of 
seaborne 
oil 
transport. As a result, the U.S. 
has no ports capable of handling 
VLCCs, although Seattle, Long 
Beach and Los Angeles have 
navigable water that is deep 
enough for them. 
Offshort superports must be 
built in the U.S. to accommodate

WASHINGTON — FBI chief 
Clarence Kelley, whose square 
jaw is replacing the late J. 
Edgar Hoover’s bulldog visage 
as a symbol of law and order, 
has 
strengthened 
the 
FBI, 
restored 
its 
morale 
and 
corrected past abuses. 


Our assessment of Kelley may 
be noteworthy, since we were 
the first to expose Hoover’s 
excesses. We told how the FBI, 
under Hoover, kept files on 
p ro m in en t 
A m ericans, 
photocopied 
their 
private 
papa's, obtained their bank 
records without subpoenas and 
even committed burglaries. 
Now 
we have uncovered 
another scandal, which Kelley 
inherited. We have established 
that FBI transcripts, marked as 
evidence and distributed to 
prosecutors and judges, are 
loaded with errors. 
With the help of Washington’s 
renowned 
private 
detective 
Richard Bast, we have reviewed 
150,000 words in FBI transcripts 
and have found more than 30,000 
errors. One 136-page transcript 
contained 6,500 goofs. 
Yet these transcripts were 
distributed for use in criminal 
and civil cases to various FBI 
offices, toe Justice Department 
and the courts. Although an FBI 
spokesman explained that the 
transcripts were merely rough 
drafts, 
they 
were stamped 
“ Evidence” not “D rafts.” 
The circulation of grossly 
erroneous transcripts as FBI 
evidence strikes at the heart of 
the judicial process. In the name 
of justice, proper precautions 
should be taken to ensure their 
accuracy. 
Even more serious than the 
errors are the omissions. For 
example, 
the tapes contain 


references to crimes that should 
have been investigated, yet 
these crucial references don’t 
appear in the FBI transcripts. 
Here are a few examples: 
- Bast put Treasury agents 
together with a Mafia contact 
and taped the interview. The 
mobster gave evidence of a 
“violation of the mails.” The 
tape was later transcribed by 
the FBI, but mention of the 
postal violation strangely was 
omitted. 
~ Two references to a 10 per 
cent kickback, which a Mafia 
middleman had collected from a 
major New York shipping firm, 
were left out of the FBI tran­ 
script. 
- In one tape, a Mafia courier 
tells how he and his pals had 
fooled FBI agents who had been 
keeping 
them under 
sur­ 
veillance. Under the noses of the 
agents, boasts toe courier, the 
mobsters 
had smuggled 
in 
“enough explosives in the truck 
to blow up ... Union Station.” 
This part of the courier’s con­ 
fessions doesn’t appear in the FBI 
transcript. 
- Discussion of two other 
crimes, 
involving 
fireworks 
brought in as “pest 
control 
pebbles” 
and name-brand 
cigarettes fabricated by the 
Mafia “with their machines in 
their 
warehouses,” 
is 
mysteriously missing from toe 
transcript. 
-A Mafia informant, talking 
to a T-man about a payoff case, 
is asked: “Did you tell the FBI 
anything about these payoffs 
and anything?” The mobster 
replies: “Yes ... Yeah.” But in 
the FBI transcript, he is quoted 
as saying “No.” 
Nowhere on 
the tape is there a sound that 
could be mistaken for “No.” 
~ An underworld fireworks 
dealer describes how his boss 
“always hires a few of the fire 
marshals” to cover up criminal 
fireworks sales. This reference 
to bribery also is deleted from 
thqjranscript. 


- On one tape, a federal agent 
quotes “a guy from AID” as 
saying that “everybody at every 
level is taking their cut” of U.S. 
shipments to Vietnam. Unac­ 
countably, the FBI transcript 
turns 
the 
quote 
around. 
“Everybody never knows who’s 
taking a cut,” states the FBI 
version. 
The transcripts are also lit­ 
tered with Keystone Kop6 
errors. In a reference to 
gangster Paul Coppola, there is 
a line about putting “up a witness 
bond to appear at Paul Cop­ 
pola’s trial.” This appears in tne 
FBI transcript 
as “up to 
Kichenapetoappear infrontof a 
Polish trial.” 
The term “bag man” is 
transcribed by the FBI as “bad 
mar.,” and the crime of 
“shylocking” 
comes 
out 
“skylocking.” A reference to “a 
soldier, you know, sneaks 
through 
enemy 
lines” 
is 
recorded in the transcript as “a 
sager who speaks the enemy 
line.” 
The phrase, “the rest of the 
members,” is translated by the 
FBI astonishingly as “Richard 
tfixon.” The name “Diddinger,” 
perhaps in memory of past FBI 
glory, 
becomes 
“DUlinger.” 
And the name of a California 
b u sin essm an , 
Charles 
Rulapaugh, is transcribed as 
“ruleapplys.” 
The phrase, “I was fired, Mr. 
Simpkins,” 
becomes “ You 
despise Mr. Simpkins” in the 
transcript. An ex-FBI agent 
William Turner, who wrote an 
unfavorable book about toe late 
J. Edgar Hoover, is described In 
the tapes as “just interested in 
... prosecuting.” But it appears 
in toe FBI transcript as “just 
interested in ... prostitution.” 
Among the comic mistakes 
are also some that are chilling. 
At one point, a tape contains this 
warning from Bast about a mob 
informer: “To be quite frank, 
his life is in danger.” 
In the FBI transcript, toe 
phrase reads: “Unintelligible.”

School aid payments 
less than year ago

(A P)—Tight finances will force 
the state to distribute a smaller 
portion of its aid to public 
schools this fall than it did a 
year ago. 
Lt. Gov. William C. Phelps 
told a group of school adminis­ 
trators Monday that the first 
payment this fall will total only 
$105.5 million, or 26 per cent of 
the $407.2 million that was ap­ 
propriated 
for state public 
school aid. 
That is down from the 33 per 
cent distributed in the first pay­ 
ment last year. The second 
payment, he added, will only be 


16 per cent compared to 21 per 
cent in 1974. 
“ These payments are far low­ 
er than you, as school adminis­ 
trators, or we, as state offi­ 
cials, would like,” Phelps said. 
“ However, the state faces a 
critical cash balance shortage 
in fiscal year 1976.” 


Phelps pointed out that state 
support for public schools has 
risen 120 per cent since 1968 
while enrollment has gone up 
only 3 per cent.

Chuck roast continues to be a 
good buy this week and is selling for Iras than $1 per pound in some 
stores. The average price, however, is slightly more. 
Ham continues to creep upward on the wholesale market with 
similar conditions at retail. Shank portions were up five cents and 
butt portion up three cents. Other pork cuts also increased One 
reason for the continued price increase for pork is the supply 
situation. As of June 1, the number of marketable hogs and pigs on 
farms was 19 per cent lower than last year. 
Wholesale prices for ready to cook broilers remained unchanged 
from last week. The state wide average retail price for whole fryers, 
however, was down two cents. This is the second straight week of 
retail price reduction for chicken. 
Shoppers found a one and one-half- pound loaf of bread up four 
cents this week. At the same time the price farmers received for 
wheat was down to $3.40 per bushel in St. Louis... or only 6.5 cents of 
the 57 cent loaf of bread going to the farmer-producer. 
Other retail prices this week t eflect a slight increase for eggs and 
sugar and a small decrease for milk. Potatoes were down seven 
cents.

Beef prices drop 
across the state 


Except for rib steak, beef cuts are all down this week matching 
reductions in wholesale beef prices. Missouri Farm Bureau shop­ 
pers’ guide reports the statewide average price of T-bone steak down 
21 cents and sirloin was down 13 cents. Chuck roast continues to be a 
good buy this week and is selling for less than $1 per pound in some 
stores. The average price, however, is slightly more. 
Ham continues to creep upward on the wholesale market with 
similar conditions at retail. Shank portions were up five cents and 
butt portion up three cents. Other pork cuts also increased. One 
reason for the continued price increase for pork is the supply 
situation. As of June 1, the number of marketable hogs and pigs on 
farms was 19 per cent lower than last year. 
Wholesale prices for ready to cook broilers remained unchanged 
from last week. The state wide average retail price for whole fryers, 
however, was down two cents. This is the second straight week of 
retail price reduction for chicken. 
Shoppers found a one and one-half- pound loaf of bread up four 
cents this week. At the same time the price farmers received for 
wheat was down to $3.40 per bushel in St. Louis... or only 6.5 cents of 
the 57 cent loaf of bread going to the farmer-producer. 
Other retail prices this week f eflect a slight increase for eggs and 
sugar and a small decrease for milk. Potatoes were down seven 
cents.

D EAR DR. LAMB - W hat 
and how m uch can a person 
with em physem a do? M ust they 
sit around and do nothing all 
day? Can they do housework for 
them selves? Is it good for them 
to sit and w atch TV all day or 
should they have som e daily ex­ 
ercise? 
DEAR REA D ER - One of 
the early sym ptom s in som e 
cases of em physem a is fatigue. 
Why? Because the lung dam age 
prevents the delivery of ade­ 
quate am ounts of oxygen. The 
oxygen is needed to m etabolize 
the food you eat to release the 
food energy so you can use it. If 
there is not enough oxygen, 
regardless of how much you 
eat, there will not be enough 
energy, hence fatigue. 
How m uch a person can do 
with em physem a depends en­ 
tir e ly on how m u ch lung 
dam age has occurred. In the 
early stages of the disease the 
individual m ay have few or no 
sym ptom s. The first thing he 
will notice is that he doesn’t 
have the sam e exercise capaci­ 
ty he used to have 
He m ay 
plenty of oxygen for resting 
energy needs, hut not enough to 
run a m ile. As the d isease 
progresses and less and less ox­ 
ygen is delivered, he reaches 
the stage w here he is tired even 


sitting and finally must have 
oxygen therapy to support life. 
The exercise itself or work 
will not hurt the lungs or m ake 
the em physem a worse. It m ight 
even help it if the person is still 
able to exercise som e. A person 
with em physem a should not un­ 
dertake a 
vigorous exercise 
program without his doctor’s 
perm ission. But. if he still has 
enough lung function to in­ 
crease his oxygen supply when 
he increases his activity, then 
walking and even m ild sports 
within his capacity are helpful 
to him as they are for healthy 
people. 
I th in k th e p e rs o n w ith 
e m p h y se m a bad enough to 
cause breathlessness 
should 
lim it the type of exercise to 
l e v e l s 
t h a t 
a v o i d 
breathlessness. This is a good 
r u l e 
f o r 
e v e r y o n e , 
b u t 
b r e a th le s s n e s s m ay o c c u r 
sooner for the person with 
em physem a. 
U nless the em physem a is 
sev ere, som e form of light 
c a le sth e n ic s, e x e rc ise s that 
stretch the m uscles and tendons 
and help to m aintain m uscle 
tone, are useful A few light ex­ 
ercises, even a slow walk, are 
better than sitting all day 
Of course, there is a point 
w here the disease gets so bad 
that the problem is supporting 
life even at rest.

“The FBI is aware of this,” a 
spokesman said when asked 
about the alleged Provenzano 
threat. “All logical leads are 
being followed, and certainly 
this one will be pursued.” 
A source in New Jersey said 
the FBI spoke to Provenzano 
on Monday. 
"When the FBI got through 


to him, he told them, ‘I’ll give 
you guys five minutes, then I’m 
going to Florida,’” the source 
said. 
The source said Provenzano, 
a former Teamsters vice presi­ 
dent, then flew to Florida. 
Hoffa’s family has received 
no ransom demand but believes 
Hoffa was kidnaped. Hoffa’s 
son, Detroit attorney James P. 
Hoffa, said Monday he believes 
his father still is alive because 
there was no solid evidence to 
the contrary. 
Daniel Sullivan, once a busi­ 
ness agent for Teamster locals 
in New York City, said Monday 
night that Hoffa told him about 
Provenzano’s threats on May 5, 
1974, as they stood in front of 
the U.S. Courthouse in Wash­ 
ington.
